Pointing his finger at Garfield he 
continued in the same vein, eulogiz­ 
ing the commissioner’s father 
and 
shaming his son and arraigning the 
government for compelling 
men to 
testify, then seeking to make crimin­ 
als of them by depriving 
them of 
their constitutional rights.

Co win said he first learned the doc­ 
trine of compulsion from 
Garfield’s 
father, to whom he went to school as 
a boy. 
He learned then that when a 
command was given and backed by 
competent authority it must be ob­ 
eyed. 
He said 
the 
commissioner 
was armed with such authority when 
he was sent as an agent to Cudahv 
with commands to lay the business 
secrets bare and promising immunity 
and declared the government had no 
right to indict the defendants upon 
evidence thus secured.
